A Pkjtcm of Disisiok. — I n his fiwewell addresg 
to his countrymen ujion retiring from the Presi- 
dency, the patriot statesman and hero of the 
Hermitage said : 

"What have you to gain by division and dis- 
union? Delude not yourselves with the hope 
that the breach, once made, would be afterwards 
easily repaired. If the Union is once severed, 
the separation will grow wider ; and the contro- 
versies which are now debated and settled in the 
halls of the legislation will be tried in the 
field of battle and determined by the sword. — 
Neither should you deceive yourself with the 
hope that the first line of separation would be 
the permanent one. * * * ♦ * 

Local interests would still be found there, aud 
unchastened ambition. And if the recollection 
of common dangers, in which the people of these 
United States have stood side by side against

Not a little interest has been expressed by ma- 
ny formerly belonging to the Old-Line Whig 
party, to see the letter of Rufus Choate in favor 
of Buchanan, which was recently read at a Whig 
meeting in Waterville, Maine. After Clay and 
Webster, Mr. Choate, in point of ability, elo- 
quence and influence, had no rival or equal in 
the Whig party. Beyond all doubt he is the 
ablest man in New England. We have not yet 
received by mail the entire letter, but find a syn- 
opsis of it in the Boston Post of the 14th, which, 
after giving a glowing account of the meeting, 
says: 

"An eloquent and chararteristic letter was 
then read from Hon. Rufus Choate, in reply to 
on invitation to he present from the Whig State 
Committee, in which be declares his views of 
the duties of Whigs in the present crisis of polit- 
ical affairs of the country. The first duty of 
Whigs, he says, because they are Whigs, is to 
unite with some organization to defeat and dis- 
solve the new geographical party calling itself 
Republican. Believing the noble Ship of State 
to be within half a cable's length of a lee shore 
of rock, in a gale of wind, our first business is to 
pvt her about, and crowd her off into the deep 
open sea. What Washington, Madison, Clay 
and Webster decided as a remote and improbable 
contingency is upon us. Y et some men would 
have us to go on laughing and singing, like the 
traveler in the satire, with his pockets empty, at 
a present peril, the mere apprehension of which, 
as a distinct and bare possibility, could sadden 
the heart of the Father of his Counter, and dic- 
tate the grave and grand warning of the Farewell 
address. Considering what man are, Mr. Choate 
says that he does uot say that the triumph of 
such a party as the Republicans ought to be ex- 
pected naturally and probably to disunite tho 
Stales ; but, with his undoubted convictions, it 
would be fofly and immorality to risk it. 

"As between the candidates before the coun- 
try he says he shall not venture to counsel the 
Whigs of Matne. but be deems it due to frank- 
ness ana honor to my that, while he entertains 
a high appreciation of Mr. Fillmore, he does uot 
sympathize with the objects of the i»arty that 
nominated hint.

The lion. Albert G. Brown, United States 
Senator from Mississippi, was one of the commit- 
tee chosen by the Cincinnati Convention, to wait 
on Mr. Buchanan, and apprise him of his nomi- 
nation. Having done so, he reportB progress in 
the following letter; 

WcBaiNuroR Cixv, Wednesday, June 18, 185U. 

Mr Dkar Sir: I congratulate you on the 
nomination of your favorite candidate tor the 
Presidency. 

If the nomination of Mr. Buchanan was ac- 
ceptable to me at first, it is still more so now, 
since I have seen him and heard him speak. — 
The Committee, of which I was one, waited on 
him at his residence to give him formal and of- 
ficial notice of his nomination, and in the. name 
of the National Democracy to request his accept- 
ance of it. We found him open, frank and 
wholy undisguised in the expression of his senti- 
ments. Mr. Buchanan said, in thg presence of 
all who had assembled — and they were from the 
North and tho iSouth the East and the West 
— that he stood ujam the Cincinnati Platform and 
endorsed every part of it. Eft was explicit in hit 
remarks on its Slavery features, saying that the 
Slavery issue was the absorbing element on the can- 
vass. He recognised to its fullest extent the 
overshadowing importance of that issue and hi 
elected, he would make it the great aim qfhi* Ad- 
ministration to settle the question upon such 
terms us should give peace aud safety to the Un- 
it n and security to the South. He s^ktin 
Urms qf decided commendation of the Kansas bill, 
and as pointedly deprecated the unworthy ef- 
forts of sectional agitation to get up a national 
conflagration on that question. After the pas- 
sage of ike Compromise measures of 1850, the 
Kansas bill won, be said, n accessary to harmonire 
our legislation in reference to the territories, and 
be expressed his surprise that thereshould appear 
say where an organised opposition to the Kao 
sas bill, after the general acquiescence which the 
whole country had expressed in the measure of 
1850. 

After thus speaking of Kausas aid the slave- 
ry issues, Mr. Buchanan passed to oar foreign 
policy. Jfe approved in general terms of the Cin- 
cinnati resolutions m this subject. But said that 
while enforcing onr own policy, we must at *11 
times scrupulously regard the just rights and 
proper policy of other uations. He was uot op- 
posed to territorial extension. All our acquisi- 
tions had been fairly and honorably made. Our 
n ■ ■otittes might rtouire us to make other aetpuss* 

' u-nk. lie regarded the acquisition of Cuba as t-sry 
th ■ ifi'hle now, and it was likely to'become a national 
, ,c \tttillj. Whenever we could obtain the Island 
on lair, kctwrgble terms, be was for taking it. 
But, he added, U will be a terrible necessity that 
would induce me to sanction any movement that 
would bring reproach upon us, or tarnish the 
honor and glory of our beloved country. 

After the formal interview was ore?, Mr. Bu- 
chanan said playfully, but in the presence of ihe 
whole audience; il Jf 1 can be instrumental in set- 
tling the slavery question upon the terms 1 have 
named and then add Cuba to the Union , I shall, if 
President, be willing to give up the ghost and Ut 
Urtckinridge take the government .” 'Could there be 
a more noble audition. You may* well be proud 
of your early choice of a candidate, and congrat- 
ulate yourself that no adverse influences ever 
moved you an inch from your stern purpose of 
giving tiki* great Pennsylvanian a steady, earnest 
and cordial support, fn my judgment he is as 
worth g of Southern eonfeileyce and Southern votes as 
Mr. Calhoun ever was, and in saying this I do 
Dot mean to intimate that Mr. Buchanan has any 
sectioual prejudices in our favor. I only mean

31. Americans— Yeas 32; nays 10. The bill was 
this evening referred in tbe Senate and ordered 
to be printed. The tendency of the bill will be 
to shorten the session, facilitate business, and do 
away with the pernicious practice of pairing, as 
it provides against paying members during ab- 
sence, and also compels them to pay frem their 
■alary for any books they may vote tJmmselves 
not printed by Congress. 

11 P. M , Friday. — The Senate has just passed 
tht bill for the increase of the pay of members as 
it passed the House, by s vote of 27 to 12. It 
provides for s salary of $3,000 pur annum. >•*

• IMPORTANT PROM KANSAS. 

Chicago, Aug. 19. 

Startling news from Kansas was received this 
morning. The free State men discovered an or- 
ganized plan of the miscreants and border forces 
to couceulrate men, arms and amunition, at dif- 
ferent points in the Territory, for the purpose of 
a sudden and general attack immediately on the 
adjournment of Congress, to exterminate or ex- 
pel all free State settlers. 

Twelve fortified block -bouses have been erected 
at different pro-slavery points — one at Shawnee, 
one at Oasawatomie, one at Franklin, Ac. They 
are supplied with amunition and garrisoned 
principally with Missourians and Buford’s men. 

ud the night of the 12th a company of free 
State tuft attacked the fort at Franklin for the 
purpose of securing the arms, anticipating an 
attack threatened by the forces thtre. 

The garrison was stronger than they had sup- 

E ed. The fight lasted four hours. Oue free 
te man was killed and two seriously wound- 
ed. Three Missourians were wounded and none
